Cardiovascular  diseases  accounted  for  the  highest  niumber  of 
deaths  -  14  in  all. 

Cancer  ranked  second  with  11  and  tuberculosis  was 
responsible  for  only  2, 

The  Infant  klortaiity  ra.te  is  less  than  half  that  for  last 
yea.r  and  may  be  conside'""  d  satisfactory. 

Te  can  ap;ain  feel  satisfact  on  at  the  absence  of  any  deaths 
from  puerperal  causes.

Once  again  there  has  been  a  change  of  rf.l’s  during  the  ^/-ear 
and  I  need  not  enlarge  again  on  the  difficulties  that  this  entails. 

The  work  of  the  Health  ''/’isitor  and  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  has  again  been  of  great  value  and  I  have  been  impressed  more 
than  once  by  the  high  standard  of  health  and  physique  of  the  great 
majority  of  infants  and  young  children  attending  the  Clinics. 

This,  I  feel  sure,  is  largely  due  to  careful  supjervision  and 
improved  knowledge  of  hygiene  on  the  part  of  parents. 

There  are  now  a  large  number  of  Clinics  pjrovided  b3^  the 
Countj'-  Council  for  various  purposes,  such  as  Crthci;oedic ,  Ear  Hose 
&  Throat,  Tuberculosis,  Venereal  Diseases  etc.  These  are  all  held 
at  Ealraouth  Reekli^’  and  are  well  patronised.

REPORT 


In  accordance  with  i!tat  '  .'ry  require-aents ,  I  have  pleasure 
in  presenting  the  Annual  Rep>:>x't  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
^'■ear  ending  31st.  Decemher  1947. 

It  should  here  he  recorded  that  Hr . A. A. Reid ,  my  predecessor, 
terminated  his  appointment  on  4th:  August  1947,  and  that  the  post 
was  vacant  until  the  13th:  October  1947,  when  I  commenced  duty. 


Vvater  Supply . 

The  large  raaj  oritur  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are  supplied 
from  the  main  piped  supply  of  the  Falmouth  Corporation  V^aterworks. 
The  supply''  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in 
quality  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  Townsend  House,  which  was  mentioned  in  last 
3^ear’s  report,  has  been  connected  to  the  main  sujjply,  and  this 
corporate  property  has  now  a  satisfactory/-  supply  of  water. 

Tlie  four  houses  owned  by  the  Council  at  Bissom  continue  to 
obtain  tlieir  supply  from  a  well,  although  tliere  is  a  water  main  in 
the  highway  in  close  proximity/-  to  the  houses.  It  is  understood  that 
this  "main,  at  present,  is  the  property/-  of  the  Truro  Rural  District 
Council,  and  apparently/-  the  Falmouth  ’Waterworks  are  precluded  froxn 
giving  this  Council  a  supply/-  for  the  Bissom  houses.  The  advantages 
of  a  piped  supply/-  to  these  houses  are  sufficient  recommendation 
for  the  Council  to  pursue  the  matter  further. 


The  sev/age  of  the  Borough  continues,  by/-  devious  means,  to  be 
discharged  into  the  tidal  waters  of  the  Penry/-n  River. 

Tile  sev(/ers  at  Summerc^urt  and  in  Commercial  Road  have  given 
trouble  during  the  year,  d'  to  the  very/-  flat  gradients  at  these 
points,  and  the  consequent  sj.lt ing-un  of  the  iJipes.  The  surcharge 
of  the  sewers  at  high  tide  and  the  t^eneral  high  level  of  the  mud 
are  factors  which  operate  to  a  disadvantage  in  these  cases.  The 
scraping  and  cleaning  of  these  particular  sewers  has  been  carried 
out  when  required,  but  the  operation  was  found  to  be  difficult  in 
view  of  the  lack  of  manholes,  particularly/-  in  the  Summercourt  area. 
Hew  manholes  have  been  constructed  which  makes  the  routine  inspect¬ 
ions  and  cleansing  of  the  sewers  -more  practical. 

The  proposed  connection  of  the  sewer  from  the  Saracen  Estate 
into  the  St  Thomas'  Street  sev/er  should  receive  careful 
consideration  of  the  Council  with  a  view  to  providing  a  final  sewer 
in  the  Summercourt  aeea  at  a  better  level  and  gradient  than  exists 
at  present. 

The  defective  drainage  of  houses  into  an  old  stone  culvert 
at  the  foot  of  Gh'urch  Hill  necessitated  the  laying  of  a  -length  of 
new  9"  sewer  at  the  early/-  part  of  the  yz-ear,  and  the  collapse  of 
the  some  culvert  at  a  higher  level  has  necessitated  the  extension 
of  -clie  new  9"  sewer  to  a  point  in  the  Hill  above  the  same  houses 
to  receive  the  drainage  from  The  Ficarage.  ilrrangements  for  carry/-- 
ing  cut  this  work  were  made  at  the  end  of  tPxe  y/-ear. 

In  view  of  the  ultimate  necessity/-  of  pumping  the  sewage  to 
a  treatment  w/orks ,  the  Council  is  advised  to  consider  what  policy/ 
is  to  be  adopted  regarding  the  disposal  of  surface  water  from 
roads,  and  rain  water  from  the  roofs  of  buildings,  which  how 
e  n  t e  r  s  the  s  ewe  r  s . 
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Housinr:  Act  1936.  . 


Houses  have  been  Inspected  upon  complaint  and  informal 
notices  served  where  required,  the  majority  of  which  have  been 
complied  with,  but  owners  who  have  been  willing,  to  co-operate  have 
comjjlained  of  the  difficulties  in  getting  the  work  carried  out  due 
to  the  continued  shortage  of  materials  and  labour.

There  still  remain  a  large  nimibor  of  houses,  which  through 
nanitai^^  defects  and  general  dj.srepair ,  fell  weH.l  below  a  reason¬ 
able  standard  of  housing  accommodation,  and  where  in  some  of  these 
cases  representation  has  been  made  to  the  ovmers  to  carry  out  such 
repairs,  the  owners  have  replied  that  the  majority  of  the  disrepair 
is  attributable  to  war  dainage,  for  which  tliei/-  have  made  the 
necessary  claims,  but  have  been  unable  to  bring  the  matter  to  a 
final  conclusion.  In  a  number  of  instances  the  owners  complain 
that  they  are  unable  to  effect  the  repairs  because  the  majority  of 
the  labour  force  available  in  the  town  is  employed  on  the  erection 
of  nev/  Council  houses.  In  some  insta.nces  it  has  been  proved  that 
orders  for  repair  works  h^-,v-e  been  given  and  a.re  outstanding  for  a 
pen od^ exceeding  two  yearo .  In  order  to  clarify  the  position  I 
lave  discussed  ^v/ith  xhe  Builders  Oiiese  outstanding  orders  for  work, 
and  ha''/e  Been  informed  that  in  certaiii  c;asc3  the  ovmers  of  the 
pioperb.oes  are  linanoialli/  unable  to'  have  the  work  carried  out.  it 
oeing  stressed  that  the  v/ar  damage  is  no'w  only  a  nart  of  the  total 

property  wnich  has  resulted  from  the  delay  in 
aea.Ling  with  the  actual  wa,r  daraage .  The  neglect  in  caj:ryc.ng  out 
these  repairs  will  very  shortly  render  the  properties  incapable  of 
oeing  made  fit  at  reasonable  expense,  and  the  properties  v/i]  1  have 
to  be  dealt  with  by  demolition  as  individual  unfit  houses,  or  by 
clearance  area  procedure.  The  successful  re-housing  of  the 
inhabitants  can  only  be  obtained  b3^  the  erection  of  further  houses, 
of  which  at  least  30  to  40  are  required. 


In  addition  bo  the  houses  mentioned  above,  of  which  some

form  a  part,  there  exist  in  the  S' 


conditions  caused  by  sanitary  defects,  disrepair' 
and  bad  ari'angemerrc ,  wiiicli  siiould  not  be  tolerated  loziger  and 
be  dealt  with  ei  bnor  b}^  v/ny  oi  the  Housing  Act  1936,  or  The  Tow^n 
&  Country'’  Planning  Act  of  1944.  In  either  case  it  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  accoraiTiodation  for  the  re-location  of  the 
population  in  this  area,  but  the  absence  of  ar^''  details  regarding 
the  .1948  building  progra'mme  preve.nts  one  being  able  'to  make  an,y 
reallj^  constructive  suggestions. 


During  the  year  licences  to  the  value  of  £2,821  were  granted 
in  respect  of  the  repair  of  war  dai.nage  to  23  properties. 

Meat  and  other  Foods . 

During  the  year  the  usual  inspections  of  meat  and  other 
foods  have  been  carried  out  in  the  district,  and  the  following

It  /flight  be  noted  that  hy  far  the  greatest  cause  of 
foodstuffs  being  condemned  has  been  the  broken  and  badly  damaged 
cans  due  to  inconsiderate  handling  of  the  articles  in  bulk. 


4. 
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Bakehouses . 

The  three  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be 
kept  in  a  generally  satisfactory  condition. 

The  lavatory  accornmodation  provided  in  one  case  was 
found  to  require  attention  and  re-arrangenent ,  the  owner  having 
expressed  his  willingness  to  carry  out  tiiis  work  at  the  eai’liest 
possible  opportunity. 

ITilk  and  Dairies. 

There  are  12  registered  Cow  Keepers  in  the  district, 
whose  premises  have  been  fo”’''d  to  be  kept  in  a  reasonable  state  of 
cleanliness,  although  therf  ce  still  cases  v/here  the  premises 
fall  short  of  the  required  standard . 

There  are  7  Dairies  in  the  district,  from  which  milk  is 
retailed  to  consumers,  which  have  been  inspected  &  found  to  be ‘kept 
in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  under  licence  from  which 
samples  have  been  regularly  taken  and  proved  satisfactory. 

Ice  Crean. 

There  are  6  premises  registered  for  sale  of  ice  cream,  in  4 
of  which  ice  cream  is  manufactured,  and  in  the  other  2  cases  ice 
cream  of  a  proprietary^  brand  is  stored  and  sold. 

Of  5  samples  taken  during  the  season,  2  were  of  Provisional 
Grade  I  and  3  were  of  Provisional  Grade  II. 

Refuse  Collection , 

The  condition  mentioned  in  last  year’s  reiJort  of  dustbins 
has  improved,  but  there  are  still  too  many  make-shift  dustbins  in 
use  which  not  only  are  undesirable  from  a  public  health  point  of 
view,  but  are  more  difficult  and  therefore  more  costly  to  handle  in 
the  course  of  collection.  The  responsibility  of  landj.ords  to 
provide  a  proper  dustbin  still  does  not  seem  t.o  be  fully  unce'-stood. 

The  control  of  tne  disposal  of  refuse, 
is  a  matter  which  has  already  been  reported  upon  to  the  Co-unc.Al, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  more  suitable  comments  will  be  possible  in 
next  year’s  report. 

In  connection  with  refuse  collection,  it  would  a,ppear 
relevant  to  mention  the  amounts  and  value  of  salvage,  oellected 
during  the  year.
